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Autos Kill Four An Hour 


Four persons will die and 143 will be injured during 
the next hour in traffic accidents on the nation’s highways. 

One person dies every 15 minutes and one is injured 
every 25 seconds, according to figures released by the 
National Safety council. 

With the start of the rainy season in California, the 
state’s many drivers must slow down to save lives. One 
out of five accidents occur during rainy, snowy or foggy 
weather. 

Now is the time for drivers te heed their ways. Wind- 
shield wipers and defrosters should be checked. 

This last warning is very important in the Sacramento 
area, where each weekend, during the skiing season, hun- 
dreds of drivers, accustomed to snowless valley reads, take 
off for mountainous snow country. At 20 miles per hour 
it takes a car without chains 69 feet to stop on packed snow. 
With chains on rear wheels a car can stop in 40 feet. 

“Don’t let your speedometer fool you,” warns the na- 
tional safety council. “It’s the stopping distance that 
counts.” At a speed of 20 miles per hour on a dry, level 
paved road, a car takes 43 feet to stop. With the same con- 
ditions a car traveling 40 miles per hour takes 126 feet to 
stop and a car traveling 60 miles per hour takes 251 feet 
to stop. 

Tire or brake trouble while traveling a mile a minute 
or faster can be disastrous. Keep your car in working 
order; keep your mind on the road; beware of winter 
weather. 


Hearing Monday Night 

At 7:30 p. m. Monday evening in 220 Administration 
building, chief justice Tom Willoughby will call to order 
a hearing on charges of violation of the Associated Stu- 
dents of Sacramento State College constitution. 

Two ASSSC officials will be charged with the viola- 
tion by Shirley Leventon, ASSSC member who brought the 
infraction to the attention of Student Council. 

It is important that members of the Associated® Stu- 
dents attend this hearing, which should prove both interest- 
ing and lively. This is not a “closed doors” executive hear- 
ing, nor will it be a trial. The board of justice will hear both 
sides of the case and render a decision as to the constitu- 
tionality of the situation. Further action will be in the 
hands of Student Council. 

It is seldom that college students are able to witness 

the democratic process in action so clearly as they will see 
it Monday night. It is the duty and privilege of the mem- 
bers of the ASSSC to attend this hearing, so that when 
they voice opinions on the subject they will be well in- 
formed. 
An interesting sidelight on Monday night’s hearing is 
the fact that a member-at-large of the Associated Students, 
Miss Leventon, will prosecute the case, as attorney general 
Bruce Becker will be a defendant. Junior class representa- 
tive and Rally Committee chairman Don Baxter will also 
appear as a defendant at the hearing. 

The question which will confront the members of SSC’s 
board of justice Monday night is can a student legally hold 
two ASSSC positions although the constitution expressly 
states that the holder of each position shall hold no other 
ASSSC office? 

The validity of the constitution under which the Stu- 
dent Association now operates, not the two persons in- 
volved, is the issue which will go on trial Monday night.

Library Receives 
Book on Talks 
Of Famous Poet 


Collected conversations of Lord 
Byron, entitled His Very Self 
and Voice is one of the new addi- 
t in the SSC library. The 

ition is edited by Ernest J. 
Lovell, Jr., of the University of 
Texas. 

“Friends, acquaintances, and 
enemies all felt the impact of his 
personality, and its oral expres- 
sion was often sufficiently clear, 
colerful, deep, burning, or biting 
to leave behind a written record 
as a resuit,” states the author 
in the introduction. 

New Materials 
materials hitherto unpublished 
Several unpublished letters of 
Thomas Moore, Mary Shelley, as 
well as several suppressed pas- 
sages in her journal; about one 
hundred pages from the manu- 
Script “Vie de Lord Byron en 
Italie,” by the Countess Teresa 
Guiccioli and Thomas Smith's 
manuscript of his “Conversations 
of Lord Byron,” are only a few 
of the references. 

William Harness observed that 
Byron had a morbid love of a 
bad reputation. Writing para- 
graphs against himself in the 
foreign journals, Byron delighted 
in their republication by the Eng- 
lish newspapers as in the success 
of a practica’ joke. Harness ex- 
pressed this viewpoint which 
might be an insight to other ar- 
tists, “For some reason or other, 
it seemed to be his determined 
purpose to keep himself unknown 
to the great body of his fellow 
creatures—to present himself to 
their view in moral masquerade.” 

Byron Weds 

Marriage with Annabella Mil- 
banke, from the wedding cere- 
mony on January 2, 1815, proved 


unfruitful. He managed to make 
Annabelle’s existence a kind of 
nightmare, By the end of the 


vear she had borne him a daugh- 
ter and had left him forever. 
Spending the summer in Switzer- 
land with Shelley, Mary Shelley, 
and her stepsister, -Jane Ciaire- 
mont, Byron wrote the third canto 
of Childe Harold, The Prisoner 
of Chillon, and part of his great- 
est poetic drama, Manfred. Mary 
Shelley notes in her journal, “I 
am melancholy with reading the 
third canto of Childe Harold. 
How a powerful mind can sane- 
tify past scenes and recollections! 
His is a powerful mind; one that 
fills me with melancholy, yet 
mixed with pleasure, as is al- 
ways the case when intellectual 
energy is displayed.” 
Borgia's Letters 

In Milan, John Hobhouse, a 
close friend of Byron, notes hoth 
visited the Ambrosian Library 
where they saw letters of Lucte- 
zia Borgia to Pietro Bembo: “A 
long lock of her bright yellew 
hair is preserved. Byron tried to 
get a copy of the letter, and was 
half promised as much, but he 
failed. He has taken the hair.” 
Contracting a liaison with the 
Countess Guiccioli, Byron did not 
break with her for the rest of 
his life, though she was a source 
of vexation and boredom to him. 
At Venice, Pisa and Genoa, he 
was visited by Thomas Mooie, 
Shelley, Leigh Hunt and other 
English friends, The author has 
incorporated many of their notes 
and letters to give the reader a

Basketball coach Hal Wolf is non-too optimistic about 
casaba prospects this winter. Among the things troubling 
the gentleman is the stature of his charges. By stature we 
stature as judged by the tape measure. 

The Hornets, Wolf claims, will be giving away height 
in every game this season. This may mean trouble for 
Hornet hopes, since rebounding is second in importance 
only to ability to shoot. 

Hornet fans will witness a change in emphasis this 
year. While many other teams are going to stress defense 
more, the Hornets are going in for more of a free lance 
type of basketball, “We're going to do what the defense 
allows us to,” Wolf declared. 

The other thine the head man is concerned with is 
distance shooting, “Ron Limeburger is our best outside 
shooter,” Wolf said, “and we can match any team in the 
conference on the inside, Ability to shoot from the horse- 
shoe forces the opponent to loosen up their defense. Wher 
a team finds you can’t hit from the outside they just sit 
hack under the basket and wait for us to hand it to them.”

Wolf looks for San Francisco, Nevada, and Humboldt to 
lead the learue, since they’re returning practically their 
whole squad. As far as wins and losses are concerned he 
would not say, but we have long learned to beware of 
coaches crying antics. They go after the favored role and 
scarlet fever with equal enthusiasm. 

Always a stickler for good defensive play. Wolf makes 
one point that many basketball fans miss, “We need box 
scores like in baseball,” he said. “A man may make 30 
points per game, but if his man gets 27, he’s not helping 
the team much.” 

State has had two popular cage coaches in it’s seven 
year cage history. Starting with Warren Conrad back in 
1948, and continuing to the present under Hal Wolf, SSC 
has accumulated an overall record of 97 wins and 76 losses.

Although the best win-lost record so far was a 22-8 
season in 1952-53 this is not necessarily an indication of 
relative power, since win-loss records do not take into con- 
sideration the strength, or type of opposition.

Graduate manager John Krier this year’s 
home football game series showed an attendance gain over 
the 1954 season. Average attendance per home game in 
1954 was 1,150. For the 1955 season the average home 
game attracted 1,564 spectators. 

__ Total attendance last year was 4,601, as compared to 
5,383 this year. Substantial gains were found in both gen- 
eral admission and student attendance, 

At many schools income from football supports the 
entire athletic program, leaving student body funds free 
for other purposes. There is a larye potential football audi- 
ence in Sacramento, but they have stayed away from Hor- 
net games in droves. When Santa Clara, Nevada, and 
Loyola played here a few years ago, Hughes stadium over- 
flowed. 

Large numbers of Sacramentans flock to Berkeley, 
Palo Alto, and Stockton to see college football on fall week 
ends, The high school clash between Sacramento and Mc- 
Clatchy, on Thanksgiving Day, attracted one of its smaller 
crowds this year, 11,200. This is more than twice as many 
as SSC drew all season.

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clear picture of the moods, ideas 
and beliefs of Byron. 

Converting his possessions into 
currency with which to purchase 
military equipment, Byron set 
out for Greece on July 14, 1823. 
He anticipated with enthusiasm 
and imagination his participation 
with the troops in freeing Greece 
from Turkish oppression. 

“On April 11, he was very un- 
well, had shivering fits continu- 
ally, and pains over every part 
of his body, particuJariy in his 
bones and head,” stated William 
Parry in his notes. William 
Fletcher in a letter to Mary 
Shelley reported, ‘“The last words 
I heard my master utter were at 
six o'clock on the evening of the 
18th, when he said, ‘I must sleep 
now,’ upon which he laid down 
never to rise again.”

Bischof Depicts 
Modern, Ancient 
Janan in Novel 


By AL CAPOVILLA 

Depicting, photographically, 
ancient, modern, and traditional 
Japan, Werner Bischof has 
achieved a two-fold purpose in 
the new book Japan. He has 
brought to light the current ques- 
tions about Japan and its at- 
tempt to rejoin the world. At 
the same time he has collected 
a gallery of pictures that will de- 
light anyone who is moved by 
magnificent photography. 

The knowledgeable introduc- 
tion by Robert Guillian, far east 
correspondent of the Paris news- 
paper Le Monde, profiles Jap- 
an’s background. He writes, “A 
man no jonger has the right to 
go through life without ever hav- 
ing seen the Imperial Palate in 
Tokyo or the Kyoto Temples.” 

Guillain Warns 

Guillain warns that the first 
impression is often misleading in 
Tokyo. The crowds seem ugly, 
and the capitol seems a mon- 
strous untidy village. It is at 
night that Tokyo is transformed 
into a fairylike pattern, 

Attracting the photographer 
were such scenes as the business- 
man returning from his office to 
doff his suit in exchange for a 
quilted kimono; the modern uni 
versity girl or typist in a min- 
istry, at home arranging flowers 
in a vase: the mother kneeling 
for hours to learn the slow dis- 
cipline of the tea ceremonial) 

Japan ts Modern 

“Modern, startling Japan is 
mobile and metalic,” reports Guil- 
lain. Though Japanese live in 
wooden houses, their factories, 
machines and town are composed 
of iron and steel. Yet in the 
photographs one sees that nature 
dominates the Japanese. Art 
pays little attention to human be- 
ings. Leaves and flowers, land- 
scapes, birds, fish and seaweed 
are its subjects. “Few peoples 
have so keen a liking for artistic 
creation and enjoyment.” 

Bischof will never see the 109 
assembled photographs. Finish- 
ing the Jayouts and captions in 
New York, 1954, he departed for 
a year’s photographic trip to 
Latin America. This trip ended 
abruptly on May 16, high in the 
Peruvian Andes, when a car car- 
rying him and two companions 
went over a 1500 foot cliff. Jap- 
an remains as a memoria) pic- 
toral essay.
